The nation todav cnuiiteil more than 700 fatalities in its most deadly holiday week-end on the highways. I'he number 
was far above the National Safety council's citimale of 660 for the Christmas holiday period. The previous holiday. high 
was 609 set during la.si year's three-day Chri.itmas week-end. Council officials sought to determine the cause of the liigh 
death count, but for the present ascribed it primarily to the f act that motori.'ita were out In overwhelming numbore. They

JAKARTA, Indonesia, Dec. 38 tn 
-The Insecure coalition government 
Of Premier AU Sastroamidjojo re- 
jected demands today that it realgn 
over the army revolt In Sumatra. 

The decision, taken at an eight- 
hour emergency meeUng ' of the 
cabinet, wee made .despite pressure 
from coalition parties which threat- 
ened to withdraw their cabinet 
raemtKn: 

President Sukarno'a personal de- 
mand for surrender by the arniy 
retKls who have seized, control of

—and rlche8t-.lsland appeared to 
have done little or nothing to bolster 
the government of Sastrounldjojo. a 
"neutralist" who usually aides with 
Communist China and the Soviet 
Union In preference to what he calls 
the '"Western Impcrlallste." 

Soorcea ln the' Moslem Mosjuml 
party, one of the "big three" In the 
government coalition, said the party 
execuUve* now meeUng In Bandung 
had cabled Its minlsten in the cabi- 
net to quit the goremment unless 
tha cabhtet resigns and aska Sukar- 
no to form a new regtme. 

The government's resiinatlon has 
been the chief. demand of the army 
rebels on Sumatra.

In ies3 the Rockefellers formed IBE0-4he Interna- 
tional Bulo Eoonomy corporation—Co take over the 
oU company Investment In these enterprises and write 
off their losses. Later the govemment's thara was 
bought out U> prevent It from sustaining lotses. 

TTie fundiunental RockefeUer Idea, howerer, la to 
start these enterprlsca, show they can be run proflt- 
ablr, then Bti\ them to Venezuelan private inveatore. 
This has already been dono with Rocketeller-buUt 
hotels. It is hi tha nature of pilot-plant operation. 

IN ADDITION TO these private enterprlieo, the 

MkefeUeri have organized hi Veneiuela and four 
.othep XaUn-Amerlcfln countries their American In- 
ternaUonal sssoclntlon— AtA— for educaUonal work. 

Ahout tS.10D.000 hoa been spent here for this more 
phllanthroplQ work in the post eight years, but.lt baa 
come .two-thirds from tho Venemelan government and 
one-thiid from the oU companies. The Hockefetlera 
supply the mansgemuit for around «100,C^ a year.
